Missouri state poultry experiment s t a ­ 
tion tw e n ty hens in each of tw o liens 
were cared for exactly alike, except 
one pen w as supplied with crushed 
lime rock and oyster shell, while tin* 
other w as not. 
T h e pen which was 
supplied with lime in so m e form laid 
I,Oui) eggs la the sa m e time that tin* 
pen witlnfut lime laid 161 eggs, which 
Is almost IO to I. 
T h is indicates that 
tile feed and water co nta ins only alsnjt 
enough lime for one shell for each ten 
other parts o f the egg. 
There are many fa rm s which do not 
contain enough lime to shell a dozen 
egg**, ami in sii< h cast* Hie farmer 
must either supply the lime Sn so m e 
form or be content with a smalt yield 
o f eggs.
